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THE MONROE DOCTRINE 
Castro and communism remain in Cuba, 
but the immediate danger of a nuclear con­ 
frontation between the United States and 
Russia seems to be over. Two significant 
things have emerged from the crisis—aside 
from the agreement of Nikita Khrushchev 
to President Kennedy’s terms. 
One is the answer to the question oft- 
heard in this country in recent months: 
“What has happened to the Monroe Doc­ 
trine?” 
If the question is interpreted as asking 
“Does the United States no longer have any 
control over its security in its own hemis­ 
phere?” the answer is obvious. The quaran­ 
tine of Cuba and exposure of Soviet duplic 
tty before the world was an act of the 
United States— by itself, in its own self- 
defense. Though the entire corps of diplo­ 
mats in Washington was informed of the 
President’s intentions, it was not in order 
to seek their approval but their under 
standing. 
And if the question is interpreted as 
meaning, “Is the Monroe Doctrine no longer 
the ‘God-given’ law under which this hemis­ 
phere is run?” the answer to that should 
now be obvious also. 
The Monroe Doctrine was never passed 
by an international body. It was a unilat­ 
eral statement of policy by the United 
States which, over the 139 years (rf its ex­ 
istence, has been implemented or ignored 
or modified by different presidents to fit 
different situations. 
Significantly, President Kennedy never 
mentioned the doctrine in his Oct. 22 an­ 
nouncement 
Rather, he called upon the 
Rio Treaty, and the charter of the Organi­ 
zation of American States and the U.N. 
charter. He identified the Cuban crisis as 
a hemisphere and as a world problem. A 
rapid vote of confidence from the OAS and 
offers of physical assistance from several 
Latin nations resulted. 
The United States was, of course, pre­ 
pared to move alone, if need be. An out­ 
dated 19th century touting of tho Monroe 
Doctrine might well have insured we would 
be alone. 
The second significant dev elopment is Hie 
solidifying of the bonds between us and our 
allies. Though some of them were unsure 
and reluctant and might have preferred not 
to have to make the choice, the free world 
nations fully endorsed the President’s ac­ 
tions. And uncommitted nations generally 
showed a favorable understanding of our 
position. 
The result is a new’ confidence in our 
nation as leader of the non-Communist 
world and a firmer foundation on which to 
work for peace. 
Ironically, there are some, such as Brit­ 
ain’s Bertrand Russell, who will wish to 
label Kennedy as a warmonger and credit 
Khrushchev with saving the peace. It does 
not occur to these people to ask themselves 
what would have happened had the missile 
build-up in Cuba gone unchallenged. 
Yet even here there is a new develop­ 
ment leading to optimism. It was feared in 
some quarters that Khrushchev could not 
possibly back down; the “loss of face 
would be intolerable. Instead, Khrushchev 
is more secure than ever in the favor of 
the Russian 
people for having backed 
down (though it may not be dear to them 
that that is what he did). 
If the popularity of Khrushchev is one 
price we must pay for peace, we should not 
complain too much.

The S ecretary of the Bogota Conference of 
1948 was Roy Rubottom who was Fiirst Secretary 
of the Am erican em bassy in Bogota. His associate 
in Bogota from 1947-1949 was William Wieland. 
It was this team of Rubottom and Wieland who 
made it possible for Castro to seize power in 
Cuba, o f course, if is not possible to pin-point 
Pie final responsibility for a national error; never­ 
theless, it is an am azing coincidence that these 
two men em erged as sponsors for C astle, It is 
even more surprising that even alter the publica­ 
tion of the E astland reports, these men remain 
in public service. 
President 
Kennedy has inherited, as every 
President m u st, a great many errors of judge­ 
ment and of act which may lead to entanglem ents 
that may be of greater or lesser consequence. 
Ours is a continuous government and the day a 
President tak es over, all policies and actions of 
the United S tates, not from the day he takes 
over but from the establishm ent of our govern­ 
ment. become his responsibility. He may in a 
four or eight year period make a greater or lesser 
alteration, but he cannot change the course of 
events. 
For instance, our basic difficulties today grow 
out of I he T eheran and Y'alta Conferences in th* 
Roosevelt A dm inistration, out of the Potsdam 
Conference in the Truman Administration and 
out of m odifications of the Monroe Doctrine which 
began in the Hoover Adm inistration, and were 
intensified in the R oosevelt, Truman, and Eisen­ 
hower A dm inistrations.

H e chose forbearance in the hope of 
being able to concentrate on Berlin and to recap­ 
ture the in itiative in the American continents. 
It was a difficult political manoeuvre and ran 
counter to public opinion which cried out for 
immediate action, particularly at it becam e clear­ 
er that C astro w as a Soviet puppet. President 
Kennedy w ithstood the pressure of public opinion 
until the situ ation w as just right for an im m e­ 
diate rather limn a general purpose. The Sino- 
Indian War undoubtedly played some part in that 
decision The danger of having atom ic m issiles in 
Cuba also affected the situation. The country was 
unanimously in support of the President. The R e­ 
publicans w ere even more insistent 
than the 
Democrats that there had to be action. Only a 
few "accom m odationists” believed that nothing 
could be done 
The only flaw in the President’s action w as 
to give the im pression that he had promised not 
to invade Cuba. Actually that could not be prom­ 
ised to Khrushchev because Castro still is in Cuba 
and Castro rem ains a propagandistic if not a m ili­ 
tary menace. He can still upset the balance rn 
other Latin-Am erican countries. He is a peril to 
the Western W orld. Castro m ust go. 
Sooner or later the President will have to face 
that The appointm ent of John J. McCloy, George 
W. Ball, and R osw ell L. Gilpatric to hand!*1 the 
crisis is most fortunate. These arc solid citizens, 
excellent negotiators and sound of judgem ent. No 
man has had m ore experience in handling difficult 
negotiations than M cCloy and he is not likely to 
be tricked by ('astro. The President in this crisis 
is using talent to m eet a tough situation 
N ev erth eless, no one can satisfy American 
public opinion unless Castro goes and pronto.

AFL-CIO Opp uses 
Amendment No. 4, 
Propositions 1-2 


A "No” vote on Constitutional 
Amendment No. 4 and on Prop­ 
ositions I and 2 on the ballot at 
the November election was rec­ 
ommended today by the execu­ 
tive officers of the New York 
State AFL-CIO. 
Raymond R. Corbett, presi­ 
dent, and Louis Hollander, sec* 
retary-treasurer and chairman 
of the organization’s Committee 
on Political Education, put spe­ 
cial emphasis on 
Amendment 
No. 4 and its relation to "the 
present evil system of discrimi­ 
natory apportionment.” 
"While this amendment is in­ 
tended to eliminate excess word­ 
age In describing State Senate 
Districts in the State Constitu­ 
tion, approval of It by the voters 
could tx- interpreted as favoring 
continuation of the 1894 unfair 
apportionment formula that la- 
l»or lias long sought to have 
changed,” they said. adding: 
Called Unfair Formula 
“We moat strongly urge a 
"No” vote on this amendment as 
a nif-ana of emphasizing strenu­ 
ous opposition to the present un­ 
fair formula that results in the 
vote of a citizen In one area 
having only the fraction of the 
value of tile vote of a citizen in 
another part of the state. 
"For example, 'th e 
Senator 
representing Suffolk County (1st 
SD.) has one vote to cast for 
the 666,000 residents while the 
Senator from the 39th District 
1 Essex, Warren and Saratoga 
Counties) 
also has one vote 
t(tough his district's imputation 
is only 168,000. 
“Thus the vote of a Suffolk 
County citizen is worth only one- 
fourth of that of a voter in the 
other three counties. There are 
other examples: 
“The 37th District (Renssnlear 
and Washington Counties) has 
191,000 population; Erie County 
with three senators, each repre­ 
senting an average of 334,000 
population; Nassau with three 
s< na tors, each having an average 
of 433,000 per district; the 49lh 
District (Steuben and Chemung 
Countes) with 196,000 popula­ 
tion.
